ished wooden floor Is hard to cleun, 
aiid pnlntlug, oiling or coveriuc it with 
some washable material saves much 
labor, say specialists of the United 
States Department of Ag^cultutv. Au 
unfinished wood floor requires fre- 
quent scrubblngs, whichao mutter hou 
tliorftugh,. cannot remove spots and 
stains from some kinds of \\ood Und 
rauw the surface of others to silver 
and become rough. 


Maple Widely Used. 


Mnple Is qne of the woods most u«o(l 


for kitchen floors. It Is smooth und 
verj durable, and when oiled Is nrouf. 
BgoliiHt grease and water stain. Long- 
leaf Georgia pine and Douglas fir ur 
red spruce are other desirable kimK 
and may be painted or oiled. Any kind 
of wooden 'flooring should be well sea- 
soned before'It Is laid to lessen the 
shrinking nnd swelling due to changes 
tn tempexOture nnd atmospheric con- 
ditions. Any crocks In the floor should 
be filled with putty, or better, with 
one of the special preparations for thu 
purpose.

Bii-cnlled "composition" flnor muti'Hals 
now on the market which ure adver- 
tised for kitchens. TfieV nre often easy 
ti> cleun nnd do not absorb grouse and 
wnter \\ hen new. Some of them, how- 
ever, tend to crack and chip with weitr, 
nnd Hum nrp difficult to keep In order. 
Some nre nluo minor linnl nnd fa- 
tiguing to Rtnnd on, though lhln draw-

long run.

Floor oilcloth Is cheap nnd enMly 


cleaned, but wears out quickly. Flnor 
coverings, such as carpets and mat- 
tings, which hold dust and dirt, are un- 
stilted to the kitchen, says a resli-ed 
edition of Farmers' Bulletin No. 607, 
"The Farm "Kitchen as a Workshop." 
Issued by the United States Duparfr 
ment of Agriculture. 


Constant Scrubbing Injurious. 


Whatever the mirferlnl of the klti-h- 


eii floor, or the covering used nn It, 
constant scrubbing aed the excessive 
use of soap and water will Injure the 
surthce. Care should be taken, there- 
fore, not to drop food on the floor. 
Spreading paper where food Is likely 
to be dropiwd or grease to be spat- 
tired will stive Inbor In the end. A 
soft brush or dust map will keep a 
floor In better condition than n broom, 
and moke mopping loss frequentl/ 
necessary. A dNh mop^of hotel size, 
kept In n convenient plnce nnd used 
to remove drops of wnter or other 
liquids accidentally spilled, will savo 
frequent scrubbing of the entire fl<mr, 
and when dampened and wrung nearly 
drj rnn be used to remove spirts or 
dust. 
If ff> used It will often prevent 


dirt from being carried from one pnit 
of llio room to another.
